Progressive Party Committee Fails 


to Appear—May Try Again or 


Go Into the 
Courts 


for Relief. 


Secretary of State Pool ruled out 


Dan B. Butler's nomination for gov- 
ernor on the progressive party ticket 
Thursday noon but left the door 
open for the party central commit- 
tee to file another nomination for 
Mr. Butler if it sees fit to do so. 


Secretary W. H. Green of the cen- 


tral committee and his attorney Ed 
A. Smith of Omaha defaulted by not 
appearing at a hearing set by Mr. 
Pool for halt past 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning. The secretary of state 
waited until past the noon hour. 


"The protest against the certificate 


of nomination is sustained," an- 
nounced Mr. Pool. "The progressive 
party committee seems to have lost 
interest. It has not appeared nor 
given any excuse for not attending 
this postponed meeting. Mr. Butler 
is not here, either." 
Later Mr. Pool indicated that the 


progressive party committee may be 
permitted to file another certificate 
of nomination any time up to the 
time limit for the secretary of state 
to certify names of candidates 
to 


county clerks. While the 
statute 


says party committees must make 
nominations within three days after i 
a vacancy occurs it is argued by at- 
torneys that this is directory and not j 
mandatory. 
' 
Dale P. Stough appeared as substi- 


tute attorney for Harry C. Swallow, 
protestant, of Lincoln. Floyd L. Bol- 
en, democratic 
and progressive 


nominee for railway commissioner, 
was present as a witness to testify, 
if need be, that Secretary Green and 
his attorney had agreed to a stipu- 
ation of facts one week ago in this 
case and that a copy -filed with Mr. 
?bol Is a true copy. 
Under Mr. Pool's ruling fhe pro- 
gressive committee can possibly file 
mother certificate.^ nomination for 
Dan Butler or it can test the whole 
matter by filing an original action in 
court to require Mr. Pool to accept 
Jie certificate already on file. 
This certificate is objected to on 


the ground that it does not comply 
with provision of law in that it is not 
sworn to, does not state the name 
of the party which Mr. Butler is the 
nominee nor does it say he affiliates 
with the progressive party. 


Mr. Stough filed a brief with the 


secretary of state in which he says 
the charge that Butler is not a pro- 
gressive party man and that he is 
registered as a democrat and voted 
at the democratic party. 
This 


charge is dropped for the reason 
that the statute expressely permits 
a candidate to become the nominee 
of more than one party if the proper 
certificate is filed. 
The protestant alleges the pro- 


gressive party convention held last 
May is not a legal convention, that 
proxies are not authorized by the 
convention for use in the central 
committee meeting and that Butler's 
nomination was made by six of the 
twelve central committee men, with 
the aid of two proxy votes received 
and voted. 
Secretary Pool gave no reasons lor 


his decision to sustain the protest 
because the law does not require 
him to do so. 
At the Informal hearing Thursday 


it developed that political parties 
are no longer required to select cen- 
tral committees by choosing one or 
two members from each senatorial 
district. The progressive party con- 
vention selected a state committee 
of twelve- J- M. Paul of Harvard 
has succeeded Rev. J. L. Beebe as 
chairman. 
It was agreed that all committee- 


men had been notified of a meeting 
to fill a vacancy on the ticket but 
that Mrs. Mary E. Axtell, of North 
Platte, had not received notice and 
did not attend.

CAGO, Aug. 21.—Fear for the sudden 
collapse of Richard Loeb, who, with 
Nathan Leopold jr., kidnaped and 
killed Robert Franks, was expressed 
by members of the 
defense today. 


Loeb's demeanor has undergone a 
marked change during the past twen- 
ty-four hours. 


Up to the time the state started 


its closing argument, demanding the 
gallows for both youths, Loeb ap- 
peared carefree. He chatted with 
Leopold and his attorneys, laughing 
frequently. Loeb maintained some- 
thing of his composure during the 
argument made by Assistant State's 
Attorney Marshall. But when As- 
sistant State's 
Attorney Savage 


turned loose a vicious attack on the 
slayers in the last hour of the court 
session yesterday, Loeb's self-assur- 
ance seemed to crumble. 


Every time Savage strode to the 


seats of the slayers and shook his 
fingr at them, denouncing them in a 
shrill voice as the perpetrators of 
"the worst crime" in the history of 
the state, Loeb shrank away as far 
as possible.

When the court adjourned Lwa> 


was shaking as with the ague. His 
mouth worked spasmodically, his 
eyes were wide and rolling. 


"Yes, he looks much worse than

AUSTRIA CONVINCED THAT WAR IS SOMETHING TO AVOID 


Variation in Market on Corn and 


Hogs Made Result a Bit 


Difficult to Correctly 


Tabulate. 


Discussing the recent calf feeding 


experiment and the results obtained 
at the state agricultural college ex- 
periment farm, Prof. H. D. Gramlich 
bays: 


"Even calves, the most economical 


and efficient gain makers known to 
tl.i' feed lot. can be fed too long. 
"This was the outstanding result of 
the last fifty days of our 300-day calf 
ration test. 


"With older cattle the period of 


the most economical gain Is the first 
100 days they are on feed. 
In our 


calt experiments we -found last year 
that the young animal continued to 
gain consistently for 200 days. In- 
creasing the period to 250 days, as 
we did this year, there was stlli little 
or no loss In this distinctive cheap 
gaining power, but beyond that point 
we have found it Is a different story. 


"The showing the last fifty days 


of the 300-day period was a disap- 
pointing one in every way. In all 
lots the cattle were eating more corn 
than at any previous time during the 
test, but gains were cut right In two 
and averaged a scant pound a day In 
the six lots, where consistent gains 
of over two pounds a day had been 
made up to that time. 


"As i matter of fact. It was tak- 


ing about three times as much corn 
to make the same amount of beef the 
last fifty days as in the rest of the 
period. This is shown in the follow- 
ing table, which gives the amount 
oi corn required to produce 100 
pounds of beef in the 
different

The' cost of grain was figured on 


the basis of corn at three different 
prices. This was done in an effort to 
follow the market. All the corn ted 
thru the whole experiment actually 
cost less than 75 cents a. Dusnei. 


"Figures for all the last 25 days 


are the poorest of all. When you 
get to figuring the cost of our gains 
for that last period on the basis of 
98-cent corn, the result is almost un- 
believable. Actual gains made dur- 
ing this period were of course small, 
being only 19 pounds per heifer in 
lot 1, 24 pounds per steer in lot 2, 10 
pounds in lot 3, 16 pounds in lot 4, 
39 pounds in lot 5. and 21 pounds in 
lot 6. The relatively good gain In 
lot 5 may be partly accounted for 
by the fact that they were on shelled 
corn only the last 50 days, being 
switched over fom ground ear corn 
at the end of 250 days. Also they 
may hare been a little fuller on the 
day the weight was taken than the 
other lots, as they showed the great- 
est shrink.

:he same conditions, yet they have 
made their three pounds a day rlgnt 
along with the same flies biting 
.hem. The difference is that the 
calves have simply reached the end 
of their rope. They can be played 
with a long while, much longer, than 
the older steers, but there finally 
comes a time when it is no longer 
profitable to keep them, and that, in 
:his instance, was after they had 
aeen fed 250 days." 


Professor Gramlich said that tne 


cost of corn, in determining profit 
or Moss, was figured at 70 cents a 
bushel the first 200 days, and at 98 
cents the last 100 days. In taking 
average gain costs for the entire 
period a straight 70 cents basis for 
corn iras used. 


"This make it a little awkward 


perhaps, 'but some account of the 
rise in corn prices had to be taken 
for the benefit of the feeder who is 
in a similar situation with longfed 
cattle and has to buy his corn at the 
market all thru tte period. 


"The hog market also caused some

What to Do to Banish 


Stiff Neck or Other Pain

T is not pleasant to wake up in the morning 
with a painful twist In your neck. On trying 
to turn your head it feels as if a stiletto had 


been driven into your muscles. 


Sometimes the pain is in one arm, in the leg, or 


:n the small of the back. It may have been in one 
or two fingers or the whole hand. 


Lameness and stiffness of special muscles is due 


to over-use or wrong use. Unaccustomed demands 
result in painful protest 


Bad position at the desk, or long-continued and 
j.«.

cramped attitude in any undertaking will result in stiffness o£ certain 
muscles. 


If you work late at night, making up your income tax return, or 


trying to balance a badly-kept set :if 
books, you are sure to suffer for it. 


If you drive a car you may find 


the muscles of your arm lame for 
weeks at a time. Tou may have a 
stiff neck. 


These symptoms are the result of 


excessive or improper muscular ef- 
fort. 


Most soreness and stiffness of 


muscles can be easily explained. 
When once your attention is called 
to it and, you seriously seek the 
cause, it will be speedily found. 
To avoid muscle strain, ease and, 
freedom 
of movement must be 


studied. 
An erect figure, proper 


posture at every activity, and grace 
in movement should be the pride of 
every person. 


Consider the persons who carry 


burdens on their heads. In my city 
I sometimes see women carrying 
baskets, bundles or loads of wood, 
carefully poised on the top of the 
head. 
Notice their upright and 


graceful bodies, their splendidly-set 
shoulders, their full chests, their 
firmly-placed feet. 
Contrast these agile and perfect 


figures with the slouching-, shuf- 
fling, sloppy carriage of many young 
men and women. Brace up, throw 
back the shou ders, lift th» chin, 
draw in the stomach! Carry your- 
self proudly and act as if you felt 
the joy of living. 
Sometimes, and not uncommonly, 


indeed, stitches of pain here and 
there, wandering, elusive and rather 
indefinite, may have other causes 
than bad position. Stiff neck, kink 
in the side of the hack, or disturb- 
ance anywhere in the muscular sys- 
tem may come from causes x>ther 
than excessive muscular demands. 


Bad teeth, bad tonsils, infected 
sinuses or infection in some other 
focus, may be responsible for much 
misery. 
Probably 
the 
most Important 


factor beside bad posture or strain 
is constipation. 
Absorption from 


long-retained waste material may 
show itself by muscular or nerve 
disturbance. The poison developing 
from the fermentation of fecal mate-- 
rial may cause serious attacks of 
stiff neck and other pains.

"I wonder if they slept well that 


night. I wonder if that little boy's 
picture did not appear before them. 


"Did 
they have a fantasy in which 


Bobby Franks appeared? 


This was a strictly commercial 


proposition. 
They said it was a 


strictly commercial proposition in 
their letter. But they did not play 
the proposition straight. 
They did 


not want to carry out the fiendish 
deal in a half way manner. 


"They 
could have secured the 


$10,000 without killing little Bobby 
Franks. The fact is that that morn- 
ing when the bank opened, Mr. 
Franks 'went to the bank and got 
the money and waited at his home 
for a telephone call which would 
give him further instructions." 


Jacob Franks, who left the court 


room in a state of near collapse yes- 
terday afternoon when Savage drew 
a vivid picture of the killing of 
Bobby, was in his customary seat 
today. He apparently had a grip on 
himself, altho he bit his 
lips as 


"Even after they saw by the head- 


lines of newspaper that Bobby's lit- 
tle body had been found, Leopold 
still insisted that they attempt to 
collect the $10,000," Savage 
cried. 


'But Loeb's cruel judgment insisted 
that if they continued to try and col- 
lect the money after the body had 
been found, they would take some 
chance of being caught." 


Loeb gave way to Leopold and 


they went on with their plan to col- 
lect the ransom, Savage said. Savage 
then told minute details of how the 
boys planned to receive the money. 


Savage pointed out that Loeb per- 


sonally assisted newspaper men in 
searching for a clue to the slayers. 


"The newspaper reporters, looking 


for a clue, were met by Loeb with 
the suggestion that they 
search 


along Sixty-third street for the drug- 
stores from 
which the 
telephone 


calls were 
made fo the 
Franks 


home," Savage said. 


Savage described how Loeb and 


the newspaper men finally found the 
drugstore and ascertained that two 
calls had been received there for 
Jacob Franks. Then the newspaper 
men and Loeb drove to the vicinity 
of the Franks home. 
During 
the 


drive one of the newspaper 
men 


asked Loeb whether he knew Bobby 
Franks. 


Smashing his fist on the shelf in 


front of Justice 
Caverly's bench, 


Savage cried: 


"Loeb replied that if one was go- 


ing to pick out a boy to murder that 
Bobby was the cocky kind—that one 
would pick out. 


"Does that show an abandoned 


and 
malignant 
heart? It 
shows 


sympathy for no one but himself, 
your honor." 


On May 24, three days after the 


murder, State's Attorney Crowe en- 
tered the case, Savage said. Two 
suspects held by the police were re- 
leased and Crowe started a. hunt for 
the real slayers with only a pair of 
glasses as the clue. 
Savage paid 


high tribute to Crowe for his suc- 
cessful efforts. 
After reciting the long story of 


how Leopold and Loeb were finally 
arrested and confessed the crime, 
Savage was interrupted by Judge 
Caverly, who ordered a recess for 
luncheon.

down by the supreme court. 
If 


despite all this, monopoly is more 
firmly entrenched and more powerful 
than ever, assuredly the existing 
statutes are inadequate weapons 
with which to "break" them/' 


Those who choose to believe that 


the United States is in the grip of a 
system of ruthless monopoly must be 
deeply disappointed in the LaFol- 
lette specifics. His prescriptions are 
weak for a patient so dangerously ill 
as the doctors of the insurgent 
school 
nation.

Radio in Tails. 


New Bedford Standard: From a 


concren that manufactures storage 
batteries we have received a story 
used as a basis of a plea for permit- 
ting prisoners in jails and peniten- 
tiaries to have radio receiving sets. 
A convict, it is related, wrote to a 
battery man asking for some second- 
hand parts. He said he was trying 
to gather together material out of 
which he could construct a radio sut 
to while away the tedium of prison 
life. The battery man's interest was 
aroused and he offered a new bat- 
tery suitable for radio use, but the 
warden of the prison refused to 
allow the convict to have it, saying 
that the advisability of permitting 
radio sets in penal institutions was 
in question. The point was made 
that the warden was heartless and 
short-sighted; that if prisoners were 
able to listen in on radio broadcast- 
ing they wouft not only derive inno- 
cent entertainment from 
it, but 


would escape becoming embittered 
against society, and would leave 
prison with better prospects of being 
useful and law-abiding citizens. 


On the face of it the plea seemed
